The former band director at Grant County 
High School and his wife, the former band direc¬ 
tor at Grant County Middle School, have both 
been indicted by a Grant County grand jury on 
Sept. 18. 

Kenneth David Owens, 34, is charged with 
two counts of sexual abuse and tampering with a 
witness. 

JoAnn Owens, 32, was indicted for two 
counts of tampering with a witness. 

Both charges are Class D felonies. 

David Owens is accused of having an inap¬ 
propriate relationship with a former student at 
GCHS. The contact occurred in 2011 when the 
girl was 16 years old. 

The investigation was initiated by a post on a 
social network site by the victim, who is now 
18. 

Grant County Schools notified the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office Sept. 11 about an inap¬ 
propriate behavior complaint after news of the 
victim’s complaint spread. 

Within 24 hours, David Owens resigned, in 
lieu of termination, and a full report was filed by 
the school. 

Before the end of the school day on Sept. 12, 
Owens was interviewed and later arrested. 

Owens had been director of the GCHS 
Marching Band since 2009. Prior to that he was 
band director at Beechwood. 

JoAnn Owens served as an assistant director 
of the GCHS band, as well as director of the 
GCMS band. She was also employed by the dis¬ 
trict as a music teacher at GCMS. She resigned 
her position on Sept. 16.

Mead faces additional charges after more dogs seized

Joan Mead, the 85-year-old woman who 
was charged with 11 counts of animal cruelty 
after police and animal control officers seized 
nearly a dozen animals from her Grant County 
property is in trouble again in Kenton County. 

Kenton County Animal Control officers 
removed 11 Pomeranians from a home owned 
by Mead in Latonia after executing a search 
warrant of her property on Sept. 20. 

The animals were in poor health and infest¬ 
ed with fleas. 

Mead was arrested on Sept. 6 by the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office for running an alleged 
puppy mill. 

When officers executed a search warrant at 
her home on U.S. 25, south of Mason, they 
discovered a white cement block building, 
with closed windows, no lights and no air con¬ 
ditioning. Inside, seven Pomeranians, three 
Chihuahuas and one poodle were removed

from the property were found living among 
piles of feces, dusty and dirty cages and fans 
that weren’t operating. 

Mead is scheduled to appear in Grant 
County District Court at 8:30 a.m. on Oct. 7. 

Once the animals were removed from 
Mead’s property in Grant County, they were 
cleaned and their fleas infestations were treat¬ 
ed. 

“My heart is still broken from the whole 
situation. I don’t understand how people can 
treat innocent animals like that,” said Marsha 
Chaney, Grant County’s animal shelter direc¬ 
tor. 

The Grant County Animal Shelter is caring 
for the animals removed from her property in 
Grant County.

Get information before deciding on health care 


"W" ooking for a sure-fire 
I way to ignite a heated 
K Apolitical discussion? 
Say the words Affordable 
Care Act, health care reform 
or Obamacare. The changes 
to the health care system set 
in motion by the 2010 Patient 
Protection and Affordable 
Care Act, have sparked some 
of the most heated political de¬ 
bates this centuiy. 

And while healthy political 
rhetoric is part of what makes 
this country great, the debate 
has, for the most part, over¬ 
shadowed the substance of the 
law. So, I’d ask that you set 
your political feelings aside as 
you read these next few para¬ 
graphs as a consumer, some¬ 
one who uses the health care 
system from time to time. 

First, most people who al¬ 
ready have health insurance 
coverage, either from a plan 
offered by an employer, Medi¬ 
care or Medicaid, will not see a 
whole lot change. You may get 
a notice from your employer 
later this month informing you 
of your right to coverage. Your 
plans may have open enroll¬ 
ment, similar to how they do

each fall. 

But, if 
you are one 
of the almost 
15 percent of 
Kentuckians 
who don’t 
have cover¬ 
age, you’ll 
have new 
options. The 
main one 
being that 
you’ll be 
able to pur¬ 
chase insur- 
ancethrough 
what’scalled 
a health care exchange. 

Basically, an exchange is 
a marketplace. Insurers offer 
their plans and you go, either 
online or by phone, and select 
the plan that’s best for your 
needs and budget. 

It does get a bit muddy 
here: Some states, including 
Kentucky, have decided to mn 
their own insurance exchanges. 
Others, including Ohio and In¬ 
diana, will have their residents 
purchase insurance on the fed¬ 
eral exchange. 

Kentucky’s exchange is 
called kynect. You can find it 
online at wwwkynect.com or 
by calling 1-855-4KYNECT. 

Part of the health care law 
is making insurance more af¬ 
fordable for low-income fami¬ 
lies . So, you may be eligible for 
discounts on insurance through 


kynect, based on 
your household 
income and size. 
Some families 
may find that 
plans offered 
through kynect 
have better op¬ 
tions than those 
they’d purchased 
individually or 
through an em¬ 
ployer in the 
past. 

Enrolling 
in an insurance 
plan, particularly 
if you’re not used 
to it, can be confusing. For¬ 
tunately, you can access help 
from insurance brokers and 
navigators. Details on who can 
perform each function are still 
shaping up. 

If you choose to use the 
professionals’ help or enroll on 
your own, you’ll need to gather 
some information in advance. 
Healthcare.gov recommends 
that you: 

Learn the basics about dif¬ 
ferent types of plans, such as 
health maintenance organiza¬ 
tions, preferred provider or¬ 
ganizations and catastrophic 
plans. 

Make a list of questions 
that you have. 

Gather paperwork that can 
prove your income and identi¬ 
ty—this includes your Social 
Security Number, pay stubs,

etc. 

Gather paperwork about 
your current insurance cover¬ 
age, including details on how 
much you currently pay in 
premiums; how much your 
employer contributes and cov¬ 
erage available to you. 

Determine your budget. 
What can you afford to spend 
on health care? 

There are countless re¬ 
sources with information 
about health care reform and 
the insurance exchanges. 
Two important sites to visit 
are wwwkynect.com, Ken¬ 
tucky’s exchange, and www. 
healthcare.gov. At the health 
department, we’re also gather¬ 
ing resources that we feel are 
helpful, and will be sharing 
those through our own website 
at http://www.nkyhealth.org/ 
Current-Programs/Affordable- 
Care-Act.aspx. 

The wheels of change in 
the health care industry are in 
motion. We know that a num¬ 
ber of Northern Kentuckians 
lack health insurance cover¬ 
age, and will benefit from the 
new options offered because 
of the Affordable Care Act. 
Oct. 1 is approaching quickly. 
Take some time to learn how 
health care reform will impact 
your family.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Fall perennials anchor 
color in the garden 

T here are some perennials that I can’t live 
without because of their fabulous late 
summer and fall performance. Plant 
them in your garden now because you will 
overlook them at garden centers come spring. My 
mixed perennial beds look the best this time of 
the year (barring any unpleasant summer drought). 
The black-eyed Susan’s, Russian sage and various 
species of Aster, Salvia and Nepeta are prolific 
but they are only mediocre anchor plants compared 
to some of the other species that come on this 
time of the year. 

One of my favorite combinations in the garden 
is that of Salvia ‘Black and Blue’ and Solidago 
‘Fireworks’. ‘Fireworks’ is a cultivated variety of 
golden rod that reaches about 3 feet in height and 
has an arching spray of yellow booms reminiscent 
of fireworks. The bright yellow against a back 
drop of the equally tall Salvia ‘Black and Blue’ 
spikes is the perfect primary color combination. 
Both are vigorous plants and will fill a large 
border efficiently and beautifully. 

Another bold presence and underused plant in 
the garden is Boltonia. Plant Boltonia asteroides 
in a sunny moist spot and it will prove to be quite 
robust. Boltonia is reminiscent of an aster, as its 
botanical name suggests, but much airier in 
appearance, the blooms appear white tinged with 
pink and last until frost. 

The Mongolian aster (also called the Japanese 
aster although not a true aster), or Kalimeris 
pinnatifida has a reputation for being as carefree 
as they come. Small white double-daisy-like 
blooms cover dainty cut 
foliage. It has a reputation 
for being a persistent 
bloomer and a plant that 
doubles in size every year. 
A little early season trim 
will make it more 
compact. 

Last year I moved all of 
our Japanese anemone to 
the Japanese garden where 
there is plenty of morning 
sun and loamy soil. They 
have rewarded me for the 
move. The Japanese 
anemone is one of the most 
refined garden plants I 
know with dark green cut 
foliage and tall stems (up 
to 3 feet) topped by light pink to dark pink blooms 
depending on the cultivar. Because their foliage 
is relatively compact and their bloom towers 
above they can be nestled among other perennials 
that have finished blooming by late summer. 
They love their new location where there is 
protection from the hot afternoon sun so if you 
situate them well they will be a show-stopper. 

Fabulous performances 
by fall perennials 

One non-native aster has found a welcomed 
spot in the garden, the Tatarian aster. Aster 
tataricus is a good deal taller than the native 
species, up to 8 feet in height. The foliage is 
lance-shaped and compact, nestled at ground 
level; and the erect stems rise above and are 
topped by loose clusters of lavender to light blue 
blooms. 

A fabulous ground cover for late summer 
performance is the hardy plumbago or Cerastigma 
plumbaginoides. This low growing perennial will 
tolerate sun or shade and can be used in the best 
or worst of garden locations. It has small dark 
green foliage that turns red in the fall; plumbago 
blue-purple blooms cover the low growing plant 
beginning in mid-summer until a hard frost. 

And, why we do not see more Lespedeza 
lining the avenues is a mystery to me. In full sun, 
this robust fall bloomer rivals any ornamental 
grass in its stance. Plus Lespedeza blooms in 
pinks and whites and is tough as nails! Also 
called bush clover, Lespedeza thunbergii is the 
one to look for, it will reach about 5 feet in 
height and be coverered in arching stems bearing 
dozens of racemes of pea-like blooms. 

Don’t give up on the mixed border at the end 
of the season, stake out some of these perennials 
at your local garden during their fall sales this 
year and get them planted so they will be well- 
established for the 2014 garden.

VERSE OF THE WEEK: 

A gentle answer turns away wrath, but a harsh word stirs up anger. 

Proverbs 15:1 (AS V) 


RELIGIOUS VIEWS 

‘A soft answer turns 
away wrath’ 

A s a pastor, I often encounter conflict. 
Sometimes it’s spiritual conflict, some¬ 
times it’s moral conflict, and sometimes 
it’s simply normal every day mundane conflict 
like deciding what news broadcast to watch in the 
morning. In most cases, the conflict I encounter 
is minor and can eventually lead to creative out¬ 
comes. Conflict can generate hearty discussions, 
it can motivate us to be more productive, and con¬ 
flicts managed well can even inspire positive self¬ 
reflection. 

Then again, conflict can also be unsettling. My 
mind immediately goes to the recent commotion 
over Miley Cyrus’ performance at the MTV Video 
Music awards. No matter where you come down 
on her performance, one thing is clear: everyone 
seems to have an opinion about it! Some may ap¬ 
plaud her performance, coming to the conclusion 
that she bravely stepped out of an artistic box that 
she had been trapped in because of her age, gender 
or past. Some may jeer her performance, believing 
that she took it too far. Then there are those who 

seek to learn some¬ 
thing out of this pub¬ 
lic display, like why 
young women are so 
over sexualized in the 
media, what qualities 
make for a good role 
model or what role 
self-esteem plays in 
our decision making. 

However uncom¬ 
fortable or challeng¬ 
ing conversations 
around conflict might 
be, the silver lining is 
that these conversa¬ 
tions can engage both 
our hearts and minds. 
Not only can we become more self-reflective, we 
can also become more aware of our values, our 
place in the world, and our perception of others. 
Conflict is not always synonymous with arguing, 
fighting, judging, or at worst berating. 

In fact, there are many religious teachings that 
suggest the worst possible way to navigate con¬ 
flict is by way of anger or ill will. In Buddhism, a 
collection of sayings known as the Dhammapada 
suggests that, “hostilities are never appeased by 
hostility.” In the Hebrew Scriptures, Proverbs 15:1 
claims that, “a soft answer turns away wrath, but 
a harsh word stirs up anger.” While teaching what 
we now call the beatitudes, Jesus says, “ blessed 
are the peacemakers, for they will be called chil¬ 
dren of God.” 

These sayings are connected by a common 
theme: conflict is a reality for humankind, but we 
can choose how we respond to it when it arises. 
Miley Cyrus’ performance is a small conflict that 
will soon pass but there will still be larger con¬ 
flicts like hunger, poverty, prejudice, and war that 
desperately need our attention. When faced with 
injustices like these, I pray that the commotion we 
make helps alleviate hostility, turns away wrath 
and inspires us all to be peacemakers.

John Marshall Glass, 
98, died Wednesday, Sept. 
18, 2013, at Clare Bridge 
Senior Fiving in Bradenton, 
Fla, and formerly of St. 
Petersburg, Florida for 50 
years. 

The third of four chil¬ 
dren, John Marshall Glass 
was born on October 10, 
1914, in Wilmore, in 
Jessamine County, to par¬ 
ents Bessie Beard Glass and 
Charles Jake Glass. 

In 1920, the Glass fami¬ 
ly moved to Williamstown 
in Grant County. Charlie 
Glass and his brother, Ed, 
bought and operated the 
Williamstown Electric Plant 
and the local Roller 
Mill. The Glass family 
moved a few times but all 
within Grant County. 

He attended school in 
Dry Ridge, Corinth and 
Williamstown, graduating 
from Williamstown High 
School in 1932. He then 
joined the U. S. Navy for 
four years. He was on the 
Battleship Maryland in 
Hawaii two years before the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

In April of 1940 he mar¬ 
ried “Bib”, Mary Elizabeth 
Eckler, daughter of Doctor 
and Mrs. C. M. Eckler, of 
Williamstown. The newly 
married couple moved to 
San Francisco, Calif, for a 
year while John worked at 
the Bethlehem Steel 
Shipyard. 

As World War II intensi¬ 
fied, John enlisted in the 
United States Maritime 
Services Officers School in 
New Fondon, Conn. Then 
he was sent to Baltimore, 
Md. to train other big ship 
operators between 
Baltimore and Norfolk, 
Virginia, on the Chesapeake 
Bay. In 1944 he was trans¬ 
ferred to the U.S. Maritime 
Base in St. Petersburg, Fla. 
to train other seamen to run 
small supply ships on 
Tampa Bay. 

In 1945, John left the 
Maritime Service and he 
and Bib moved from St. 
Petersburg back to Grant 


County to assist his father 
and two brothers in running 
the Williamstown Roller 
Mills, “The Home of White 
Fily Flour”. 

In 1955, John studied 
finance courses, becoming 
a licensed stock broker and 
then worked at E. F. Hutton 
in Cincinnati. Also, in sub¬ 
sequent years he worked in 
the Parimutuel Departments 
of several racetracks in 
Kentucky and Florida. 

In 1960, John and Bib 
and daughters, Dana and 
Susan, moved to St.

Braves bring 
home third 
place honors

Knowing his team was playing as well 
as it has all season, Coach Calc Barr was 
confident that Grant County would be 
well-represented in the home-town Tom 
Johnson Classic held this weekend at Ea¬ 
gle Creek Golf Course. 

But even Barr didn’t see this coming. 

Grant County shot a season-best 306, 
more than 10 strokes better than its previ¬ 
ous best, to place third overall in the super- 
competitive field of 15 that also included 
highly-regarded programs like Ryle, Ma¬ 
son County, Highlands, St. Henry, Cooper 
and Dupont Manual.

Gotcha Lazer Tag kicks off with fundraisers, festivals

A Williamstown couple 
hopes to provide families 
with unique fun with their 
new Grant County busi¬ 
ness. 

Karen and Brett Gavin 
started Gotcha Lazer Tag 
and Inflatables in June 
with a public event at 
Grant County Park in Crit¬ 
tenden. 

Since then, the couple 
has been spreading the 
word of their business 
through private parties, 
fundraisers and festivals 
such as Marigold Day. 

“We just moved down 
here almost two years ago 
and realized there was 
nothing for kids to do,” 
said Karen Gavin. “Our 
kids love inflatables and 
I had rented one for my 
son’s birthday. And, I told 
(my husband), we can do 
this. This is a perfect loca¬ 


tion for it because it was so 
costly to have them bring 
it down, set it up and take 
it back. I thought we could 
do it for half the price and 
keep it focal. We wanted a 
budget-friendly option for 
people to have and give 
kids entertainment. Kids 
who are bored get in trou¬ 
ble.” 

The Gavins, who have 
a son and a daughter, said 
they want to show how 
much fun families can 
have together while also 
being active. 

“I think our number one 
goal is getting the kids ac¬ 
tive and promoting physi¬ 
cal fitness,” Brett Gavin 
said. 

Gotcha currently fea¬ 
tures three inflatables for 
rent, including a camou¬ 
flage bounce house, a dou¬ 
ble slide that can be turned 
into a water slide and a 
velcro-sticky wall. 

However, as business 
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Brett and Karen Gavin hope to create a family fun center with vari¬ 
ous activities for kids of all ages. Photo by Camille McClanahan 
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grows, the Gavins antici¬ 
pate offering more inflat¬ 
able options. 

“Right now, our in¬ 
flatables are our bread 
and butter,” Karen Gavin 
said. “People are more 
familiar with it. We real¬ 
ly think that once people 
really understand what 
the laser tag is, it’s going 
to take off. 

Bringing a unique 
twist to laser tag, the 
business also takes the 
fun game and brings it 
outside. 

Gotcha currently has 
20 laser guns that have 
screens on them that tell 
the individual player how 
they are doing. 

However, the Gavins 
said their brand of laser 
tag focus less on the in¬ 
dividual and more of the 
team camaraderie. 

“Indoor laser tag is 
more of an individual 
scoring system,” Brett 
Gavin said. “It promotes 
individual achievement 
with one winner. We can 
do that with our guns, but 
our guns focus more on 
team play. You’re actually 
part of a team.” 

The average starting 
age range for laser tag is 5 
to 6 years old, but 40-year- 
olds have had fun playing 
for hours, the Gavins said. 

While the game can be 
utilized indoors as well, 
Karen Gavin said it is 
much more fun outside 
with obstacles, especially 
natural ones such as trees 
in the woods. 

Playing in the night 
is especially a blast, said 
Gavin, adding that the la¬ 
sers give off a disco-ball 
vibe. 

“We tried to capital¬ 
ize on the video game in¬ 
dustry and that’s why we 
went with the laser tag,” 
she said. “It’s so realistic to 
like Black Ops and Call of 
Duty. It makes it real. It’s 
the fun of paintball without 


the mess of the paint.” 

From a musket to a mil¬ 
itary-style machine gun, 
the weapons use computer 
enhancement to create 69 
different emulations. 

The laser guns can 
even work in light rain and 
snow. 

“One of the things I re¬ 
ally love about it is the op¬ 
portunity for physical fit¬ 
ness,” Brett Gavin said. “A 
lot of kids are drawn into 
the video games and kids 
will spend hours sitting 
in front of the TV screen. 
This way, they’re able to be 
apart of the action and be 
that character. We’re look¬ 
ing to even set up player 
profiles and allowing kids 
to be their own character 
with their own nickname.” 

When the Gavins first 
started discussing their 
business venture, they ex¬ 
plored making Gotcha Laz¬ 
er Tag and Inflatables into a 
larger business housed in a 
building. 

The vision was and 
still ultimately is to create 
a family fun center that 
could add miniature golf, 
an arcade room, conces¬ 
sion stand and more. 

“We’re looking for a big 
chunk of land and we’re 
thinking of building a barn 
and setting up picnic tables 
outside so people can bring 
their own food, cake and 
whatever,” Karen Gavin 
said. “It would keep it cost- 
effective because in this 
economy you can’t charge 
an arm and a leg.” 

To make the dream a re¬ 
ality, Brett Gavin said the 
business needs one vital 
thing. 

“Our start is right here 
and we need the commu¬ 
nity support,” he said.

That a tax at the rate and in the sum and amount of 0.267 Dollars ($0,267/26.7 cents) for each One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00), or fractional part thereof, of the value is hereby so set, fixed, established and levied upon all real property and 
all estates and interests therein and thereto, being so situated or located within the incorporated limits of the City of Dry 
Ridge, Kentucky, on the first day of January, 2013. 

SECTION THREE 

That a tax at the rate and in the sum and amount of 0.256 Dollars ($0,256/25.6 cents) for each One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00), or fractional part thereof, of the value is hereby so set, fixed and established for all personal property and all 
estates and interests therein and thereto, being so situated or located within the incorporated limits of the City of Dry 
Ridge, Kentucky, on the first day of January, 2013, or such other date for class or category of personal property or 
personalty as may be otherwise fixed regulation or by law for personal property subject to taxation by the City of Dry 
Ridge, Kentucky. 

SECTION FOUR 

That there is hereby set, fixed, established and levied a franchise tax, at the rates and amounts allowed by statute, 
regulation or law as of 1st day of January, 2013, upon all corporations having their offices or places of businesses in the 
City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, and upon all such franchises of corporations so owned or exercised in or within the limits 
corporate of the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, and upon those corporations, franchises and entities doing business within 
the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, and having offices or places of business outside of the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky. 

SECTION FIVE 

The hereinabove ad valorem taxes on covered real and personal property shall be due and payable not later than the 
hour of 5:00 p.m., prevailing time, on the said business-day regular of December 30, 2013; and if not then so paid, then the 
tax duplicate and taxpayer shall be subject to a penalty of ten percent (10%) added to the tax bill due, and accrue interest 
on the stated tax amount shown due as of December 30, 2013, at the rate of twelve percent (12%) per annum from January 
1, 2014, until paid, and shall, in the event of action to collect a delinquent tax account of bill, be subject to added costs for 
advertising, distraining fees and other expenses allowed by law.

Any tax bill or duplicate paid not later than October 31, 2013, by the hour of 5: 00 p.m., prevailing time, shall be 
entitled to a discount reduction of two percent (2%) of the tax shown due and computed as of December 31, 2013.
